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Peasant Army Rises 
In Maoist Heartland

HONG KONG (LAT) — The peasantry of a 
vital central China province have risen in arms 
against Communist party chairman Mao Tse-tung 
and have organized their own powerful army under 
the command of anti-Mao party officials. The anti- 
Mao forces virtually control Kiangsi. 

An "urban appeal” by Nan Chang radio of 
Kiangsi disclosed Saturday that the peasants of the 
province of almost 30,000,000 were staging “large- 
scale counter-attacks against the proletarian revo¬ 
lutionary line.” It was the first formal admission 
of large-scale revolt by the peasants of China, who 
have for more than 2,000 years determined the fate 
of dynasties. 

There were also strong indications of official 
broadcasts and in private information from China 
that the Kiangsi rising was not an isolated phe¬ 
nomenon. Despite the lack of absolute confirma¬ 
tion, it can be stated with confidence that the peas¬ 
ant masses in other areas of China are also orga¬ 
nized in militant groups against their former 
masters. 

Provinces which are involved are widely dis¬ 
persed. They almost certainly include Sinkiang in 
the northwest, several provinces in Manchuria, 
Szechwan in the southwest, and Fukien, opposite 
the Nationalist-held island of Formosa.

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Cost of Friendship 

E UROPEAN political observers report that Chan¬ 
cellor Kiesinger’s recent talks with President de 
Gaulle have brought a new warmth into Franco-Ger¬ 
man relations. 

However, they point out that several substantial 
areas of difference remain, namely on policies affect¬ 
ing European economic and military alliances. 

This is understandable. Certainly the West Ger¬ 
mans do not share France's hostility toward the 
United States and are anything but ardent supporters 
of the idea of a French-led Europe. 

Dr. Kiesinger is no more likely than his pre¬ 
decessors in office to become part of General de 
Gaulle’s balancing act between the NATO powers 
and the Soviet Union. Nor is he apt to welcome the 
idea of Western Europe becoming a fourth world 
power under the leadership of the redoubtable de 
Gaulle. 

On the other hand it is possible that the German 
chancellor is willing to make some concessions to 
retain French friendship and one of these may be a 
relaxation of its championship of Britain’s entry into 
the European Common Market. 

The Financial Times of London underlines this 
point strongly in a recent editorial in which it says 
that Britain can no longer rely on German support 
for entry into the ECM because West Germany at¬ 
taches greater importance to good relations with 
Paris than with London. 

It adds: "It is up to this country to take this 
factor into account In its exchanges with members 
of the European Economic Community. The line 
which Britain must take is clear enough: it must be 
full acceptance of the Rome Treaty coupled with an 
undertaking to discuss seriously any proposal, be it 
foreign policy, defence or monetary policy, on which 
the Six, as a whole, and more especially the Germans 
and the French, agree." 

In other words, according to the Financial Times, 
If Britain wants to get into the Common Market it 
wiU be on de Gaulle’s terms. 

Attack on Apathy 

A DISAPPOINTING aspect of the Victoria civic 
elections in December, although not an altogether 
unusual one, was the seeming apathy of the voters. 
Little more than one-third of those registered as voters 
cast their ballots, a poor showing especially as the 
elections included a mayoralty qontest. And this takes 
no account of residents of the city who, while quali¬ 
fied to be electors, had not registered. 

Mayor Hugh Stephen is to be commended now 
for making an early start on a two-fronted effort to 
improve the situation. A long-standing criticism of 
Victoria’s voting procedure has been that the balloting 
has all been in one polling station, for the last few 
years in a ballroom on Government Street. The 
mayor admits some doubt about whether multiple 
polling stations will improve the turnout, but he be¬ 
lieves they must be tried. And certainly they should; 
the much greater attendance at the polls in provincial 
and federal elections, when stations are provided in 
every district. Is alone warrant enough for that. 

The mayor has instructed the city clerk and re¬ 
turning officer, Mr. Morran Waller, to look into the 
possibility of having at least five polling places in the 
next election, one of which would be the Government 
Street location. 'Hie only question here is if just five 
would be sufficient to give a fair trial to the system. 
To be most effective, the stations must be numerous 
enough to be within easy reach of everyone. But 
this is something that Mr. Waller will no doubt take 
into account in his study. 

The second part of Mayor Stephen's attack on the 
problem is the establishment of a committee to con¬ 
sider how to get more Victorians on the voters’ list. 
With all the apartments that have gone up in recent 
years, the city has an unusually large proportion of 
tenants in its population, moat of them qualified to be 
elector*. But to vote, they must first register. 

Perhaps the committee should consider whether 
a friendly letter from His Worship, delivered to all 
apartment dwellers, might persuade more to make 
themselves citizens in a fuller sense of the word. 


‘B’ Is for Blunder 


•"T-HAT multi-milllon-dollar voice of Canada, the Ca- 
1 nadian Broadcasting Corporation, is in trouble 
again. This time it is over its documentary, Harvest of 
_ the Sea, televised on January 3. 

In answer to a question from Mr. Grant Deach- 
man, Liberal member of Parliament for Vancouver- 
Quadra in the Commons, Fisheries Minister Hedard- 
J. Robichaud agreed that the program included re¬ 
grettable "distortions" and ’Inventions." 

At one point, it seems, the narrator disclosed that 
‘ West coast salmon may not be available much longer 
because of hydro-electric development and pollution.” 

Such a statement hardly squares with the fact that 
3966 landing values were the highest in years, or that 
sockeye and coho runs are noticeably increasing, and 
the situation with respect to Chinooks and pinks is 
officially described as "good.” 

In fact, says a spokesman for the B.C. administra¬ 
tion of commercial fisheries, the CBC summation was 
no more than "a bunch of nonsense." 

At another point in the program came the bald 
announcement that West Coast herring are for fertil¬ 
izer. “Inaccurate and untrue," says the spokesman for 
the government. The herring reduction plants pro¬ 
vide high protein animal food and oil, and it is com¬ 
pletely erroneous to suggest that fertilizer is the end 
product of this huge, annual sea harvest 

Mr. Robichaud hinted at some sort of action by 
his department to have the Harvest of the Sea script 
reviewed and that "suitable comments and suggestions’* 
*dould be made to the proper authorities. 

It Is to be hoped that the suggestion will include 
some sort of guarantee that the CBC assure itself of 
the accuracy-of future programs of this nature, other¬ 
wise It must be expected they wjH continue to blunder 
Into inexcusable Inaccuracies which distort the picture 
of the economy and make this national medium ridicul¬ 
ous rather than entertaining. 
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Moon 
Target 
In ’67?

A lthough the united states 

now holds moat at toe rec¬ 
ords for manned space flight, 
there Is a fear here that the 
Soviets win stage a spectacular 
leap forward In 1967 by orbiting 
men around the moon or even 
landing them on It. 

The consensus at the head¬ 
quarters of the National Aero¬ 
nautics and Space Administra¬ 
tion (NASA) is that Russia’s 
relative inactivity . in space 
during the last two years should 
not be viewed as proof that 
theta- moon program la lagging 
Indeed, there Is agreement that 
rocket expert Wemher von 
Braun may have been correct 
when he was asked what the 
Americans would find when 
they preached the moon, and 
reptied: “Russians." 

The 50th anniversary of the 
Bolshevik Revolution will be 
observed in November this 
year, and at least one Russian 
etifleial has mused that the 
event should be marked by a 
moon landing. 

* * * 

It Ls regarded as absolutely 
impossible for the United States 
to attempt a moon landing 
before 196*. 

NASA officials are due to 
appear before congressional 
committees within the next tew 
weeks to plead for a generous 
budget for space in the 1M 
fiscal year. They can be ex¬ 
pected to play up the poaaibikty 
at a Soviet moon spectacular to 
counter the arguments of thoae 
who suggest that spending on 
space research faould be cut In 
President Johnson's new budget 
so that domestic programs will 
not have to be pruned too 
drastically to meet tie price of 
the Vietnam war. 

NASA, meanwhile. Is planning 
three manned and three un¬ 
manned missions tor 1967 ki ita 
Project Apofin The that, a three- 
man flight that oould last for 
two weeks, la scheduled for late 
February or early March. 

The key Apollo mission, tenta¬ 
tively planned tor the end of the 
year, calls for a three-man 
flight boosted by the 
Saturn 5 rocket, which ia 
c&cnUe of bnotatnc a c o rapfste 
Apollo lunar ship of 46 tons to 
the moon. If das flight suc¬ 
ceeds, toe next one could be the 
moon mission. 

When they go before congres¬ 
sional committees this month, 
NASA officials win again raise 
the question: “After the moon 
what?” So far there has been no 
national commitment by the 
U S. beyond a manned moon 
trip.

While Indian control of the 
disputed Vale of Kashmir fal¬ 
lowing the late 1965 'war is 
regarded here as an irreversible 
event, there was no specific 
mention of Kashmir In Mrs. 
Gandhi's nationwide radio ad¬ 
dress or In the remarks of other 
Indian leaders. In contrast, 
President Ayub told Soviet 
Premier Kosygin In an anni¬ 
versary message: “So long as 
the Kashmir issue remains 
unsolved, relations between 
Fattftan and India will continue 
to suffer from stresses and 
strains.” 


India and Pakistan withdrew 
their troops from captured 
territory under the Tashkent 
Agreement and other measures 
for maintaining peaceful 
borders were taken. Represen¬ 
tatives of India and Pakistan 
met recently for four hours in 
Dsoca, East Psktotan, to dis¬ 
cuss ways of easing border 
tension in the eastern part of 
the subcontinent. 

But no understanding was 
reached o n Kashmir after 
Tashkent and normal trade, 
transportation and communica¬ 
tions links between India and 
Pakistan, broken during the 
war, have yet to be restored 

Tbs death of Shaatrl, first

The Russians still hold ob¬ 
stinately to land whose terri- 
twfal status waa settled ki 
Japan’s favor In the Russo- 
Japanese Amity Trusty of 1®4 
but which Japan lost by the 
secret World War agreements 
at Yalta and Cairo. 

Holding on to toe islands In 
the face of a strong universal 
desire of the Japanese to have 
them returned could in the end 
be an expensive political ven¬ 
detta for the Soviet Union. 

Moscow has been driven to 
seek rapprochement with Japan 
due to the mounting tension 
between Russia and Communist 
China. 

Russia has asked Japan to 
help develop its vast Siberian 
hinterland, a project which in 
the long run might prove 
financially beneficial to Japa¬ 
nese Industrialists. The Japa- 
neae industries, while 
interested, art faced with a 
major obstacle. This ls their 
Inability to provide massive 
amounts of long-term credit at 
the low interest rates the 
Russians want. 

The Japanese know that Rua 
ila is trying to renew Its power 
In Asia. It is a power the 
Japanese destroyed in the Russo- 
Japanese War of 1904-5. It ia a 
power which the Japanese 
greatly fear. They also realize 
that Russia hopes to build 
closer ties with Japan in order 
to ease Red China's pressure on 
Siberia. 

Japan has become Russia's 
third most important free world 
trading partner after Finland 
and Great Britan. Still the 
Japan foreign mlnitary ex¬ 
pressed the fear privately that 
Russia will not return Japan's 
territories for fear of creating a 
chain reaction between Russia 
and Red China, and Russia and 
the European satellites whose 
territory Stalin also grabbed.

Rising War Costs May Spoil LBJ’s Budget Predictions

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Netting could iBurtrate more 
dramatically the squeeze In 
which. President Johnson Is 
caught. Having promised to give 
Westmoreland everything he 
needs to win the war, can the 
president persist in the pre¬ 
scribed course of a gradual 
troop buildup to 475,000 by 
September? 

The number of Americans in 
uniform on the ground on Jan. 7 
was 395,000. Gen. Westmore¬ 
land's plea for a swifter buildup 
was underscored in a broadcast 
interview he gave in December 
that go* little attention. In that 
Interview he called for more 
troops and he warned that the 
war in Vietnam would last for 
years rather than months. 

For a soldier who has tried to; 
keep out of public controversy 
this was a remarkably frank 
statement. 


Here is toe crux of the 
continuing debate over money, 
taxes and the economy — the 
cost of the Vietnam war and Ihe 
size of the defence budget. Thas 
cost has been consistently muf¬ 
fled, to use a word more 
generous than some of the 
president's critioa apply to whta 
they say is deliberate obfusca¬ 
tion.

Union Message at $8.1 bUBon. 

The Martin memorandum, the 
president’s advisers say, recom¬ 
mended an across-the-board tax 
Increase that would bring in $7 
hillion In additional revenue. 
This contrasts with the $4.5 
billion to come from the 6 per 
oent surcharge. But, even with 
this added revenue, Martin is 
said to have noted, the deficit 
for '68 will ba larger than 
President Dwight Eise n hower ’ s 
record peacetime MUt at $12 
billion in 1959.

G LOBAL warfare in the cur¬ 
rent decade is being floupht 
with radio transmitters. Border 
guards sre incapable of halting 
the Invading armies of foreign 
radio waves. And, as even toe 
Soviet propaganda strategists 
have learned from bitter exper¬ 
ience, attempts to fight them by 
jamming broadcasts merely in¬ 
crease local Interest 
At toe headquarters of the 
BBCa external service depart¬ 
ment. a Mtaor executive pointed 
to a world map dominating his 
study. Frequent black dots 
■fang the southwestern borders 
of toe Soviet Unfan snd China, 
several in Eastern Europe and 

| sorre rise wh ere indicated the 
position of toe Comnxmlst 
transmitters. 

BBC relay ■tartans were rep¬ 
resented by infrequent stars, 
mainly In friendly Common¬ 
wealth countries. The combined 
strength of these and the Voice 
of America stations was far 
outweighed by the dots. 

Thii explains the bizarre 
disclosure last fall that Britain’s 
foreign office, the Royal Navy 
■nd the atomic energy authority 
had been considering the 
permanent use of a nuclear 
powered aircraft carrier as a 
floating transmitting station In 
the Indian Ocean. And this 
explains the dismay of the BBC 
today at the decision of the 
government to implement new 
economies in expenditure on 
Britain's voice to the world. 

★ ★ * 

The BBCs external program 
financed through a foreign 
office grant, but its content ia 
free of any government inter- 
ference. 

Where its program is slanted, 
toe political bias reveals not the 
BBCs viewpoint — as it has 
none — but a fault of the 
joumallatt preparing It. 

The tiretqgy of complete 
objectivity In toe warfare nf 
international broadcasting has 
proven to be the moat effective 
wesptm against all tyrannical 
regimes which prevent their 
populace from obtaining diversi¬ 
fied information. It is also an 
effective antidote in uncom¬ 
mitted countries to the inflow of 
■lanfad news from other 
faurces. 

Steering by that policy, 
Britain once ruled toe airwaves. 
The voice from London used to 
be received by nrtlliona in the 
Nazf-oraupfad world, risking 
their lives fa check up an their 
own. unreliable newspapers Tba 
practice continued in the Com* 
mums* world during the tyran¬ 
nical years at post-war Stahtv 
ism. 

As the years went by and 
Indus trialiy underdeveloped 
countries gained In poetical 
strength, the broadcast warfare 
was extended to Africa, Latin 
America and Asia. 

But while the voices of Hi 
rivals have gained momentum, 
toe BBC has failed to expand 
since the war. Several of its 
relay stations have, indeed, 
been silenced as former British 
colonies gained independence. 
The voice from London Is 
overtaken in sheer volume and 
transmission time by relative 
newcomers. 

★ * * 

Thus the BBC today is In 
dxto place after toe Soviet 
Union, China, the Central Euro¬ 
pean Communist countries. IHti 
United States and West Ger¬ 
many. 

“A new relay station costs 'tw 
more than in F-lll aircraft,” 
the BBC executive loid me, 
“and in the long term it Is mors 
effective and takes much longer 
to become obsolete.” 

A committee of inquiry has 
recommended a $36 million 
investment, to b* spread over 
several years, to amplify 
Britain's fading voice across the 
boundaries.

And the four 
transmitter* on Ascension In¬ 
land will be run for shortened 
daily periods in spite of the 
BBCs understatement that "It 
does not make good operating 
sense." 

The announcement of toe new 
ecraxxnies waa preceded by tba 
resignation of Director Tangye 
Lean of the BBC's external 
broadcasting sendee. 

Ha imnl operation coat of

Chinese and East 
Indian youngsters have far 
more difficulty.

About 20 per cent of Cana¬ 
dian-born Chinese youngster* 
aren’t very familiar with 
English when they start 
school, one teacher in North 
Ward school estimates. These 
may also go to George Jay for 
a while. 

The four teachers in these 
special classes at George Jay 
have no special formula for 
teaching English. They use 
pictures and repeat the sub¬ 
ject! over and over. Flaah 


cards with large printed 
words are employed. 

Children of some ethnic 
groups can help each other, 
but here again the Chinese 
pupils face another problem. 
Two children from Hong Kong 
may be unable to communi¬ 
cate because they speak dif¬ 
ferent dialects. 


With luck (a North Euro¬ 
pean birthplace) and Intelli¬ 
gence a child may be trans¬ 
ferred to a regular class after 
a year of training at George 
Jay. Moat youngsters take two 
years before they manage on 
their own feet.

Labor Minister Peterson is¬ 
sued a press release in which 
he merely requested employ¬ 
er* to adhere to the principle 
of the eight-hour day and 44- 
hour week. 

He acknowledged that the 
IRB had been granting some 
overtime permits "to expedite 
the completion of certain 
projects essential to the In¬ 
dustrial and economic well¬ 
being of this province.”

To the music-lover, the 
pirate treasure outclasses 
pieces of eight by a country 
mile: Marla Callas and Joan 
Sutherland singing roles 
they've never recorded com¬ 
mercially, decades-old broad¬ 
casts conducted by Arturo 
Toscanini, the legendary piano 
artistry of Schnabel and 
Rachmaninoff, the excitement 
of actual performance at a 
Bayreuth or Salzburg festival. 


Commercial record com¬ 
panies generally do not sink a 
lot of money into mass 
pressings of unfamiliar music, 
but tape buffs, able to run. off 
a tape on a one-at-a'time 
basis, face no auch linwta- 
tians. 

They dart In after the prize, 
unencumbered by the weighty 
c o mplexities of contracts, 
copyrights and royalties, and 
often emerge with odd loot: 
world premieres of new 
works, rarely performed ones, 
far-out stuff.

fortified palace on Mount 
Masada, aa an Impregnable 
stronghold In ease of a 
showdown with the Romans, 
or what teas even mere 
probable, an internal revolu¬ 
tion against his opjx-essive 
rule.

He began transferring the 
royal treasure to a deep toe ft 
excavated in the mountain's 
bowels a short time before his 
death. The slaves wh* worked 
on toe project were men put 
to rieato and the shaft filled In 
with atone* and earth. 

A small Roman garrison 
occupied Herod’s mountain top 
palace after toe king's death. 
But it was surrounded and 
wiped out In a surprise raid 
by Jewish rebels who scaled 
the cliffs on a rainy night in 
toe year 86.

The bonfire toey lit on top 
of Mount Masada served as a 
signal for a nationwide insur¬ 
rection against Rome. 

The Jewish-Roman war 
lasted four and a half years, 
ended with toe siege of 
Jerusalem, destruction of the 
Holy Temple, {daughter of 
some 120.000 prisoners and 
mass deportations of Jews 
from their land to Roman 
colonies in Europe and North 
Africa. Independence was lost 
and exile had begun for close 
to 1,500 years. 

But before the Roman 
legions seized Jerusalem, the 
bulk of toe fabukxn treasure 
stored in the vaults of the 
Holy Temple was evacuated 
to Maaada and hidden in a 
toalt next to King Herod * 
hoard. 

AAA 

The siege of Maaada by the 
Romans lasted another two 
years and added one of toe 
moat glorious and tragic 
chapters to Jewish history, to 
the end. 920 surviving Jewish 
men, women and children 
committed mass suicide 
rather than surrender to the 
enemy. They burned in the 
flames that consumed the 
palace. 

The charred ruins collapsed 
over the treasure-filled shaft. 
Biting It w«to rubble and dirt. 

Subsequent earthquakes and 
landslides shifted the ground 
*0 that archaeologiils doubted 
whetoer the treasure could 
ever be found. 


But a decade ago an ancient 
■crag was found in one of the 
caves which honeycomb the 
mountain* an the Dead Sea s 
western toore, a few miles 
north of Masada. It was 
brought to Jerusalem and 
deciphered by Prof. Yigael 
Y a d i n , •‘I a reel's leading 
archaeologist.

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Peasant Army Rises 
In Maoist Heartland 


By ROBERT S. ELEGANT 

HONG KONG (LAT) — The peasantry of a 
ital central China province have risen in arms 
against Communist party chairman Mao Tse-tung 
and have organized their own powerful army under 
the command of anti-Mao party officials. The anti- 
Mao forces virtually control Kiangsi. 

An "urban appeal” by Nan Chang radio of 
Kiangsi disclosed Saturday that the peasants of the 
province of almost 30,000,000 were staging “large- 
scale counter-attacks against the proletarian revo¬ 
lutionary line.” It was the first formal admission 
of large-scale revolt by the peasants of China, who 
have for more than 2,000 years determined the fate 
of dynasties. 

There were also strong indications of official 
broadcasts and in private information from China 
that the Kiangsi rising was not an isolated phe¬ 
nomenon. Despite the lack of absolute confirma¬ 
tion, it can be stated with confidence that the peas¬ 
ant masses in other areas of China are also orga¬ 
nized in militant groups against their former 
masters. 

Provinces which are involved are widely dis¬ 
persed. They almost certainly include Sinkiang in 
the northwest, several provinces in Manchuria, 
Szechwan in the southwest, and Fukien, opposite 
the Nationalist-held Wand of Formosa.

A mechanical milk dispen¬ 
ser in the camp which had 
only regular mik, now dis¬ 
penses both regular and choco¬ 
late. 

Except for that, the days 
without work, the tong trip to 
Vancouver, the harsh words, 
the top-level negotiations, re¬ 
sulted in a return to the sta¬ 
tus quo. 


The road is still as rocky, 
the overtime hasn't changed, 
and the men still don’t like the 
cookhouse authority. 

They don't like It any better 
than they did wh-en they 
walked off the Job at the J60,- 
000,000 Tahsis Company pro¬ 
ject some months ago. 

Broth Boiled

Travel Time 

Added to the overtime prob¬ 
lem was the direct and con¬ 
tinuing dispute about cater¬ 
ing. and the anger failure to 
improve the road out of Gold 
Rivr. 

"It takes 214 hours to go 68 
miles that road. That's in 
norm ad weather. You can’t 
rough-tide it over those pot¬ 
holes,” the workman arid. 

When the ftrat dispute was 
settled, the*manager of the 


catering service stayed on the 
job. 

That was given as a major 
reason tor the second walkout. 

To solve the problem and 
get the men on the job again. 
Cal-Van promised to send in 
an expert, who would "find 
out what the problems are and 
correct them."

The second point at issue 
was the road that takes the

observes Mr. Homer, were “awful.” 
Royal Oak was decided upon. 

The property was purchased from 
a Timothy Healy who, according to 
Mr. Homer, entertained a lively 
distrust of banks and banking. He 
was, accordingly, paid In hard cash 
and the ever-thnughful board pro¬ 
vided him with a police escort tor 
the journey home. 

Next, development plans were 
■ought and Mr. Homer was en¬ 
trusted by Victoria Mayor Merchant 
and Reg Hayward with the job of 
studying all the submissions and 
making a recommendation. The plan 
adopted came from Fisher Garden¬ 
ers cf Seattle. Certain alterations in 
the roads were also approved but 
the suggestion of a miniature bridge, 
located where the mausoleum now 
Is, was turned down. This refine¬ 
ment came from Reeve George 
Watson of Saanich who was a 
stonemason. Water there certainly 
was far the bridge to cross but Mr. 
Homer supported the idea of getting 
rid of the water with a fill. Even the 
remote suspicion that the dear 
departed might be submerged as 
well as Inhumed might deter poten¬ 
tial cemetery patrons. 

Following his 4erm on Saanich 
council, Mr. Homer became a 
member of the school board during 
the mid 1920s. 

Here, again, came evidence of his 
application to the problem and ... 
dogged tenacity. The problem, in 
this case, was health, and, during 
his first year on the school board, 
Mr. Homer kept right an advocating 
the appointment of a school nurse. 
He further insisted that, with all 
other qualifications being equals the 


appointee should come from the 
district. 

This led to the appointment of 
Miss Kate McCrue, one of the 
earliest, if not the first, public 
health nurse appointed in North 
America. 

The appointment of a dentist. Dr. 
Parlby of Keating, followed and. in 
the next year, a Dr. Berman 
became the first Saanich medical 
health officer. 

Mr. Homer is justly proud of the 
part he played In bringing about this 
public health department which has 
grown enormously over the past 40 
years as, for instance, from one to 
23 nurses in Saanich, North Saanicfc 
Sidney, Sonke, Colwood and Lang¬ 
ford. 

Mr. Horner was married In about 
1903, some years before he came to 
Canada. His wife. Emma Elizabeth, 
died in 1952, a year before Mr. 
Homer's active career ended. 

Their daughter. Miss Kathleen 
Horner, is a teacher at Quadra 
School besides being an ardent and 
practical supporter of musical 
education and the Music FesthaL 
Her musical activities extend over 
both orchestral and choral work. 

At 91. Mr. Homer is still cheer¬ 
ful. He lives now at the Klwnnis 
Village between Cook Street and 
Kiwanis Way. 

“I’ve enjoyed life!” he says. 

And It is worth more than a 
passing thought that such enjoyment 
comes usually and most easily to 
those who have made life more 
enjoyable for others.

RBme w ar de n bopped cutthroat trout lor tair 
spawn lor a trait ba te ho t y ones located ta Soobe. 
Ut trapped ta aboot a m onth and a half ta 
February and March and In that time be 
estimates he caught roughly 400 fish (ram which 
were taken 900.001 egga. 

It to a matter of interest to note that two 
years ago Mr. Warren trapped cutthroat in the 
same place for ta flrti and wildlife branch. 

That year be handled 99 fich. in about the 
same length of time. Now It la obvious that this 
does not give a really true picture of what has 
happened because many Mi undoubtedly escaped 
ta traps, some quite likely got trapped more 
than once, and the ye a rs ta which they were 
trapped may have been abnormal for the fish in 
some reapaat, but even so. we can see a great 
decline in numbers ta this 90-year period. 

Both sea-run and lake cutthroat trout ap aw n 
bi O'Donnell Creek—ta main spawning grounds 
beta In ta rocky stretches ta twee n Spartan 
Road and Oldfield Road. The lake cutthroats 
usually turn up in ta middle of-December These 
can be identified mote of the time by tair darker 
color and a taint yeOowtah tinge te their belHes, 
stare aa fresh sea-run cutthroats are always 
■liver as a new dollar. Ho w ever after sea-run f!*h 
have been ta freah water lor a while tay loo 
begin to turn dark. 

Tta stretch of Colquitt Creek and West 
Saanich (toad outs ta rough a great rocky cleft 
and ia the main spawning ground tar sea-nai 
cutthroat oo m tng up. Other main spawning 
ground* are found above Quick’s Pond, off 
Wilkinson Road near Lindsav Road, near the 
upper end of In term fa r an Road by ta Island 
Highway, and along ta lower end of Ifiterurban 
Road aad Wast Saanich Road towards ta 
Domiitoon Aatropfcyteoal Observatory. Years ago 
many fish spawned above the big trestle behind 
Swan Lake, but Ml ta this part at ta creek are 
now virtually mm-extetent. 

The time at which ta fish spawn to not at al 
a set thing for ripe individuals bare been taken aa 
early as mid-December below Beaver Lake and 
have been observed spawning almost at ta end 
of April. This year a ripe female was caught by a 
friend in the Cowichan system in the middle of 
November. 


Two factors which affect spawning are high 
water an* temperature v*nations High water 
and flooding conditions in winter invariably s|>HI 
cutthroat trout whereas temperature variations 
probably hare lens effeet. Mr. Warren, who raises 
trout locally, has noted that in O'Donnell Creek 
ta fl*h always spawn between degrees and 
43 degrees. The fish usually spawn just as soon as 
tay are up ta creek, and, contrary to what is 
sometimes thought, they have been observed 
■pawning both during ta daytime and at night A 
female cutthroat to capable of spawn'ng over a 
two or three-day period whereas the male is ripe 
tor as long aa three weeks, and ma.v come up to 
spawn more than once. 

It must be noted, however, thai cutthroat d® 
oof always come upstream just to spawn, 
■PeriaRy early In the season. There to a fair run 
°f o«ta and dug salmon In Colquitz Creek and 
tay spawn much earlier thar the cutthroat. 
There *r* always a large number at cutthroat 
that appear at teis time, usually full of salmon 
roe. Evidently fory come up with the sole purpose 
4 feeding on roe. I have «een dog salmon along 
Intenwban Road by ta upper Mental Home flats 
chasing cutthroats sway from where the; art 
■pawning. 

Spawning cutthroat trout are not usually to* 
Interested In feeding. 

Trevor Gibbet** te 4M6 West Saanich Road, 
has kept ■ fairly close watch on the activities of 
foe trait tat lire In foe stream beside his house. 
Ttsa along the portion of Colquitz system jupt 
below the Dominion Astrophyairal Ohserv-tory. 
He feels teat they probably live on the copcpods. 
inafis, Immature crayflte and insects that live ia 
ta stream the year round 

ftae Insect which they seem to leave alone is 
ta water-skater. Trevor also brought up fli* 
possibility of a commensal existence between the 
(retewater clams In the stream and the 
Immature cutthroat since the cutthroat is die only 
fish living in this part of tec stream. There is 
artificial pool in the stream and during the 
summer tee trout stay there. These trout which 
remain are usually six to seven inches in length. 
Fite of iq» to 14 inches in length h»ive been x-ea 
■pawning in this portion of the creek. 

Although there are a# statistic* avaiiwMs 
foe Cola aits (.'reek. Ike mortality rale af iba 
cutthroat tnml Is extremely high — afles am 
high as M par oeat af Ike «<(• failing ta 
become flagerllags. This due -to such factors 
aa pallet* a*. predation sad sometime* frous 
lack af water dariag the aa turner. 

Mr. Jone* told me at an interesting'ca«e ia 
regard* to test latter problem that happened 
about 30 yea; J ago in the part of the creek 
running past the old Mental Home He as a gam* 
warden, was notified that in ti.i* part o' ihe 
stream near the so-called "third trestle" there 
were thousands of fingerling cutihroola slr.-uatod 
because of low water He enlisted the help of 
Charlie Guigucf fof ta provincial museum’ and 
together they transport^ by the bucketful from 
25.000 to 30.000 of the trout to H aver Lake and 
tare released them This probably led to tl>e 
wry good fishing there was in this lake for quite 
a number of year*. TTiig part of Colquitz Creek 
today has very few. fcf any. fish that come up it to 
spawn. 

According to Mr Warren 35 years ago tar* 
were so many fish In the Colquitz system Cli.it 
great schools of young cutthroat > J be found in 
every tittle pool during the summer. 41c estimates 
that the runs up the Colquitz u«»d to number in 
the thousands Even then the fishing was 
declining rapidly, and today the situation i- very 
serious. It would he an exaggeration-to say that 
the flte today could be found in twlf of die part* 
of the Cblquitz system In which tay were once 
found. It may be that If nothing is done, In tlie 
next fire to 10 years they will be a foinjj'of Hi* 
past.

In the penniless days that followed old Johnny 
began doing a little trapping along the steep sides 
of the Met. 

One day in winter 30 years ago Johnny 
started in his rowboat from h>s float house to 
Inspect various places along the almost sheer 
shoreline where he had *< trap# for mink and 
passing otter. 

Some days later a southward travelling 
gasboat found Johnny’s rw boat floating down toe 
Inlet. How that boat got aw«y and left the old man 
stranded will always remain a mystery tor 
Johnny had 30 years experience in tying fast a 
boat Yet float away It did. 

Only those familiar with Bute Inlet ean fully 
grasp the stork horror at toe old man’s situation. 
To the unfamiliar this is the explanation: toe 
walls of the Inlet rise almost straight up from toe 
ocean.

Territory Not Sex Motivates Animals 


Reviewed by E. D. WARD-H ARRIS 

Robert Ardrey 1 s new work deals mainly with the 
science of ethology—the observation of animal be¬ 
havior in natural environments and its application to 
mankind. 

This fascinating branch of science , although 
comparatively new , is subject to the same intense dis¬ 
ciplines common to all sciences. But Ardrey is not a 
scientist . He is a playwright! 

everything we knew about animal 
behavior, or thought we knew, waa 
gained from observation at birda 
and at wild animate in zooa. 

From t b i a totally unreliable 
source we were totd, and freely 
accepted, the itory that sex la what 
makes the world go round. 

IV Territorial Imperative shows 
conclusively that we couldn’t have 
been more wrong. Zoo animals are 
preoccupied with aex only because, 
not having to worry about food ec 
predators, they are Just plain bored. 
Zooa, believed to be such a 
wonderful educative force, are in 
fact the opposite; they teach ua the 
wrong things. Zooa should be 
scrapped. 

What the ethologists hava dis¬ 
covered is that Territory and not 
Sex ia the prime motivating force. 
And that'a what this book is all 
about. 

The lessons not only help to 
explain the actions at mankind, but 
also demonstrate how man can learn 
'from animals bow to preserve peace 
and therefore the species fay ritual¬ 
izing aggressive tendencies. 

Seven-eighths of The Territorial 
Imperative consists at factual obser¬ 
vation and profieasianally-drawn con¬ 
clusions, presented in clear, excel¬ 
lent prose with wit and humor, and 
excellently organised, by a gifted 


interpreter at compelling knowledge 
gathered by largely inarticulate 
experts. 

It Is all roost amicable for this la 
one at the few scientific areas where 
the amateur is welcome to rub 
shoulders with the professional. 

The astonishing and alarming 
conclusion Ardrey draws from the 
welter at new found knowledge at 
animal behaviorism — an extension 
of his conclusions in Airies* Generis 
— is that war fullftils all the 
essential outlets for man, these 
essentials being identity, stimulation 
and security. 

Nuclear discoveries leading to a 
pax atomics have made war on 
anything but a limited scale virtu¬ 
ally unthinkable. With what do w* 
replace it? 

Ardrey also presents us with an 
interesting equation: a equals e plus 
h or amity equals the sum of en¬ 
mity plus hazard. The animal estab¬ 
lishes his family or band or herd on 
a given territory and uses the ani¬ 
mosity of neighboring groups of the 
same species plus the hazard of pre¬ 
dators to encourage peace with the 
borders. 

For the preservation of species 
aggression is largely ritualized, but 
natural enmity remains. 

Applied to man we can aee the 
strength and unity of, say. South 
Africa Is in direct proportion to the 
outside enmity. But man has yet to 
learn the ritualizing bit! 

IV Territorial Imperative tells 
you what, reasons why and asks 
how. 

That mankind needs guidance is 
all too obvious, but ia this sort of 
book going to help? I think it is. 

It may be a sad commentary am 
our reading habits that an intriguing 
and partly unreliable book like The 
Territorial Imperative outsells 
Konrad Lorenz’ infinitely wiser text 
on much the same subject, On 


AggvaaaAsn, published at the same 

time and well reviewed, but that'* 
the way it goes. 

An enormous amount of authetii- 
tative Uteratm was available bag 
before Rachel Carson wrote M 
Bprteg, but no one paid the iHgtSteat 
attention. Meat Spring made the 
world sit up, take notioe — and act. 

The Territorial Imperative, by 
disseminating knowledge mote 
widely than any scientist can 
normally do, will perhaps perform 
the same function. 

Best of all, many of those who 
read the Ardrey books will be kd 
into reading Lorenz, Huxley and the 
real. 

If Christmas spending has bank¬ 
rupted you and you feel you can't 
afford to buy The Territorial 
Imperative, plague the life out of a 
rich relative until he gives it to yog. 
If that fails, charge it

Because of this his work in the 
scientific field has been labelled in 
some quarters unreliable. Strictly 
speaking, the attacks are Justified, 
but ttila does not alter the fact that 
TV Territorial Imperative is one of 
the most intellectually stimulating 
books to be published in many a 
long day. 

Ardrey graduated from the Uni¬ 
varsity of Chicago where he studied 
the sciences at man, some 30 years 
ago. Almost immediately he de¬ 
serted this field in favor of the more 
lucrative (far him ) profession of 
playwriting. 

Following an on-and-off love 
affair with Broadway he ended up in 
Hollywood writing scripts for which 
he was paid the incredible aum of 
16,500 a week. 

Then one day he left for a trip to 
Africa and whilst there learned at 
the astonishing post-war advances 
made in ethology, anthropology and 
allied sciences. He felt impelled to 
bring himself up to date The result 
of his researches was the sensa¬ 
tional African Geaeala. 

Now thekv Highly hooked, he pur¬ 
sued his studies, reading everything 
he could lay hia hands on (there are 
IS pagea at bibliography), visiting 
scientists in the field and the 
laboratory, and even Indulging to a 
little field observation himself. 
These years of intense and dedicated 
effort have culminated to TV 
Territorial Imperative. 

This work, like African Generis, 
Is essentially a collation of other 
men's efforts, and, like the earlier 
work, makes absorbing reading. 

Unfortunately, Ardrey, in an 
exoeaa at enthusiasm, has the 
disturbing habit of inserting his own 
entertaining but wholly unsubstanti¬ 
ated comments and coocluatona in 
tile body of scientific text and unless 
one ia very careful to sift the one 
from the other a wild statement can 
be confused with its surrounding 
aectwate scientific information. 

The effect of his pseudo-scientific 
Intrusions invariably improves the 
narrative, but an occasion bruises 
tie value. 

But if this is the only way to gain 
access to this wealth at material 
without being compelled to pore 
trough stodgily written papers of 
learned societies, then let us aocept 
R gratefully.

In addition to all this.tohero Is a 
Hat of Arboreta ooverin^Rhe USA, 
Canada and Europe as well as a 
glossary of technical names and 
terms and even a list of postage 
Stamps where trees have been 
utilized aa Ae centra! tlteme nf ih* 
design.
